It may not be generally known ‘that the 
Admiralty have been urged to ‘augment, 
the. British naval force ‘in the’ Pacific by 
greatly increasing the’strength of the fleet at. 
Esquimault, at Hongkong, and by the mobi- 
lisation ‘of a cruising squadron for the Far 
East. ‘The appointment of Admiral ‘Sir 
Gerard Noel to the China. Station must 
shortly be followed by the decision of the Ad- 
miralty in regard to the'incessant applications 
from Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge, who is now 
hauling down his flag as Commander-in- 
Chief in ‘these waters. His successor has 
served His Sovereign for over forty’ years 
and is a most able man in his profession 
and it is to be hoped that the Admiralty will 
carry out, without delay, any suggestion 
which he deems advisable to make for the 
pretection of British influence in the Far 
East. In these waters at Present Great 
Britain has. four ‘battleships (while another 
will shortly be. joining the station), two: 
modern armoured cruisers, cight protected 
cruisers and older ‘armoured cruisers, six 
wold cruisers, seven destroyers and six torpedo 
boats. Japan has six battleships, six modern 
and 17 protected and older armouted
